ARPA Residential Relief Program payments will be available beginning June 1, 2022. 
 Applications will be accepted prior to that date, but will not be processed until June.  



The purpose of this program is to provide financial assistance to eligible Berwyn

Heights individuals and families who have been impacted by the COVID-19 pandemic.



Payments will be sent directly to the related vendor. Assistance for groceries will be
in the form of gift cards to local stores.



Eligibility requirements: Resident of the Town of Berwyn Heights. Show evidence of
need and that need was due to circumstances related to COVID-19 pandemic. Show
necessity of payment for eligible expense, Town of Berwyn Heights property taxes,

and other Town bills/obligations are not eligible.



Complete the Application form and attach requested documentation of residence
and hardship. Attach copies of bill(s) requested to be paid and documentation such as

rental/mortgage delinquency; past due notices; and other related documentation
pertaining to a particular emergency expense request.



Assistance funds are limited and payments for assistance awards will be made bi-
weekly, until available funds are depleted. In general, eligibility is determined by
residency in Berwyn Heights and a financial hardship as a result of the COVID-19

pandemic. The application form is intended to provide 1) proof of residency and 2)
proof of hardship/need.
